A verdict of "injuries accidentally received in the accident 
which occurred late in the afternoon of Sept. 29" was brought in 
by a six man jury Wednesday afternoon in Strang's Funeral Home, 
Grayslake. '* 



The jury's decision was made fol- 
lowing over two hours of testimony 
which brought forth conflicting de- 
tails of the collision. 

It is apparently established that 
one car driven by LeRoy Dahle, 37, 
of 1403 Ridgeway Ave., and heading 
south on Rte. 83 collided head-on 
on a knoll with another car com- 
ing north driven by John R. Plun- 
kett, 38, of RFD 1, Trevor, Wis. 

Plunkett had four passengers: 
David A. Strattan, 51, of Woodcrest 
Subdivision, Channel Lake; John C. 
Skrinskus, 46, of 1014 Oakwood Dr., 
Round Lake Beach; Mrs. Alberta 
Caspar Missak, 48, of RFD 1, Lake 
Villa; Frank Malva, 63, of RFD 3, 
Antioch. 

Both cars were turned upside 
down on the side of the road by the 
impact. All six persons were appar-

It features a 
modern design using beige brick 
and lannon stone as basic materials. 

Included in the construction is a 
sanctuary which seats 200 persons, 
the church office, the pastor's study, 
a kitchen, dining room, church 
school rooms, and a choir rehearsal 
room. 

An overflow crowd of up to 50 
persons can be accommodated by a 
lounge at the back of the church 



underneath the choir loft. 

Important planners in this project 
were John Perry, chairman of the 
building committee; Warren Brown, 
chairman of furnishings; William 
Cooley of Park Ridge, architect; 
Roy Nordstrom, general contractor. 

' The Community Methodist Church 
was founded in Lake Villa '88 years 
ago. The congregation elected the 
building used until the present time, 
in 1884. „ 

The white frame construction was 
first located on Rte. 21, a mile south 
of Grand avenue. In 1803, the 
church was moved to its present 
location at the corner of Rte. 21 and 
Cedar avenue.

The Village of Antioch has' a population 
of at least 1,800 persons. It maintains its own 
shopping area .and recreation facilities. It is 
largely self-sufficient. 

* A large area of relatively undeveloped 
land was incorporated sometime ago in the an- 
nexation of Oakwood Knolls subdivsion. 

The addition to the village of other adjoin- 
ing areas may prove desirable in the future. 

It is time to consider a village planning com- 
mission and the eventual introduction of a zon- 
ing ordinance to regulate Antioch's steady 
.growth. 

Residential areas must be properly sepa- 
rated from business and industry in these unde- 
veloped areas. The' downtown area must, be 
stabilized. 

Industry, in its proper place, may be a 
welcome addition to the area. But it would be 
a blight if left unchecked. f 

Planning and zoning is a difficult and 
lengthy step in civic growth. Its completion 
would undoubtedly take many months of hard 
work. Caution is a valuable asset in preparing 
the formula which will affect its entire future. 

But the proper caution that is to be exer- 
cised is not the same' thing as a lack of public 
interest which may prevent the village officials 
from undertaking the task. 

Village planning and' zoning pressed for- 
ward now is vital insurance for the future.

Ten counties now have taken ad- 
vantage of the stale's offer to micro- 
film and store important documents 
as further protection against loss by 
fire or other disaster, Sec. Carpen- 
tier said this week. 

Montgomery county is the latest 
to join the growing list of counties 
using this service. Montgomery 
county's Board of Supervisors au- 
thorized the records of the county 
clerk and circuit clerk and recorder 
to be filmed. 

The file at the Archives building 
now totals 3,177 reels, amounting 
to 317,000 feet of film. That amount 
is about three million document 
images, the secretary said. 

The program began in the early 
1940's when a flood damaged some 
records of Alexander " and Pulaski 
counties. In recent years, several 
counties have microfilmed their own 
records, ci^ht of them filing addi- 
tional negatives v/ilh the archives. 
Positives have been kept in the 
counties. rf 

In Lake county, the Board of Su- 
pervisors is conducting a campaign 
for a new courthouse building with 
one of the planks of the program 
resting upon the need for a serfe 
storage place for records. The Board 
proposes to build a fireproof build- 
ing and move all original documents 
to the new location.

Oil-Film Drawings 
For the Blind 

The centuries-old problem of how 
to make drawings that can easily be 
read by the blind has finally been 
solved thanks to a versatile, tough 
film produced from oil industry raw 
materials. A unique raised line 
drawing kit recently perfected uses 
oil-based polyester film clamped to 
a rubber-surfaced writing pad. 
Drawing with an irikless ball point 
pen, the artist produces a series of 
tiny bumps which appear as raised 
lines on the upper surface of the 
film. These lines can be traced 
quickly with the fingertips. The 
new drawing kit — one of the most 
important and original aids for the 
handicapped which -oil-based pro- 
ducts made possible — is being used 
to solve geometric problems, to 
draw graphs and circuit diagrams 
and to prepare maps.

For Using Car in Winter

With temperatures in some Mid- 
west areas already plunging near 
the freezing mark, the Chicago 
Motor Club advises that it is im- 
portant to winterize your car now. 

Motorists can save trouble, time, 
and expense by preparing their 
automobiles for cold weather before 
the frost warnings become too se- 
vere. The Motor Club's Emergen- 
cy Road Service department points 
out that by winterizing now, you can 
avoid delays at service stations and 
garages and damage to your car. 

To avoid the rush, which will 
start immediately after the first be- 
low freezing morning, the Club rec- 
ommends the following protective 
measures — now: 

1. Drain and flush the radiator — 
check all hose connections and ther- 
mostat. Tighten clamps and add 
standard brand anti-freeze solution. 

2. Check ignition system, gener- 
ator, voltage regulator, and distrib- 
utor points. Reset timing. Clean 
or replace spark plugs. 

3. Test battery for full charge. 
Clean battery terminals and tighten 
battery cables. Replace worn out 
battery and cables. 

4. Check the fuel pump. A faul- 
ty fuel pump will fail to pump gas- 
oline to the engine from the gas 
tank. 

5. Apply light weight winter 
grade oil and grease. Be sure your 
engine and gears are properly lubri- 
cated. 

6. Make sure your defroster is 



working properly. 

7. Don't wait for your wind- 
shield wipers to get stuck.. Have 
them checked before cold weather 
sets in. 

The Motor Club also offers the 
following tips for smooth winter 
driving: 

1. Keep battery fully; charged. 
Have it checked at least once a 
week. In zero weather, your bat- 
tery is only 40 per cent efficient. 
* 2. To prevent your gas line from 
freezing, add eight ounces of grain 
alcohol or approved ..commercial 
solvent to every other full tank of 
gasoline. 

3. Keep your car's electrical sys- 
tem dry. Drive slowly through 
water. A flooded distributor spark 
plug will stall the engine. 

4. Don't park in standing water. 
Tires may freeze to the pavement. 

5. Leave earlier and drive slow- 
er when roads are covered with 
snow or glazed with ice. < 

6. Use second or high gear when 
starting in snow. 

7. 'Be sure. that your automobile 
trunk contains a bucket of sand, salt 
or gravel, and a shovel for throw- 
ing these abrasives under your tires 
to provide traction on icy pavements 
or show bound gutters.
